CHAPTER 142.

AN ACT to create subsection (13) of scetion 143.07 of the stat-
utes, relating to medical examinations for those arrested for
erimes involving moral turpitude.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTioN 1. A new subseetion is added to section 143.07 of the
statutes to read: (143.07) (13) Any city or county may by or-
dinance require that every person arrested and convieted within
its jurisdiction for any aet involving moral turpitude shall un-
dergo a medical examination to determine whether or not such
person is afflicted with a venereal disease. Nothing herein con-

“tained shall be construed as in any manner restricting or limiting

the rights or privileges of individuals under the provisions of sub-

section (2) of section 147.19, or to compel such individuals to sub-
mit to such examinations.

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-

cation.
